At the meeting in Northwoods, 
it was reported, about 125 per- 
sons attended. William J, Beck- 
er, attorney, was the principal 
speaker, 


Other than at Brentwood and 
Northwoods, attendance: at the 
meetings ranged from zero to 
about 30. All were scheduled to 
start at 8 p.m. The Post-Dispatch 
published the committee’s | list 
of the locations of the meeting 
last Sunday. 

Slim Kirkwood Meeting. 

Councilman Don A, Fischer of 
Kirkwood conducted the gather- 
ing in that community. By 8:30 
o'clock, three persons had ar- 
rived, 

‘‘We had a copy of. the district 
plan there and went through it 
page by page,””’ Fischer said. 

“When someone asked a ques-| 
tion we turned to it in the plan. 
They seemed to be interested in 
what would happen to the Metro- 
politan Sewer District under the 


“As we read it, the sewer dis- 
trict would lose its borrowing 
power under the proposal. It 
can now borrow 5 per cent of 
the total assessed evaluation. 
Under the plan, the district 
would be able to borrow that 
much and the sewer district 
would have to take only its 
share of the district's 5 per 
cent.”

A Matter of Politics.

A group of Harvard astron- 
omers saw the eclipse from a. 
Northeast Airlines plane at an 
altitude of 15,000 feet. Dr. Don- 
aid H. Menzel, director of the 
Harvard Observatory, took aloft 
with him 10 members of a spe- 
cial Harvard class and one Rad- 
cliffe girl, 18-year-old Nancy 
Evans, whose father, Dr. John 
Evans, director of the Sacra- 
mento peak observatory, also 
was aboard. 


Dr. Menzel said the double 
wing corona was the most re- 
markable feature he observed in 


the total eclipse which lasted 56 | 


seconds starting at 6:50 a.m., 
(5:50 St. Louis time). 

He referred to the shape of 
the halo around the sun at the 
moment when its glaring light is 


cut off. The shape of the corona | ' 


varies with the cycle of sunspot 
activity. In this instance, it as- 
sumed a wing-like shape. 


Electrified Particles. 


The corona, formed by electri- 
fied particles, constitutes the 
upper atmosphere of the sun. 

It shows up-when the glare of 
the sun is blotted out by the 
moon. The earth itself can be 
considered as within the charged 
solar atmosphere. 

Observed from the plane, the 
sun appeared to rise at 6:41 at 
the eastern edge of a vast sea 
of clouds. It rose partially 
eclipsed and looked like a brilli- 
ant crescent with the horns point- 
ing upward. 

‘For nine minutes, as the sun 
rose, the moon progressively 
darkened more and more of the 
solar surface. Suddenly at 6:50 
the last brilliant streak of sun- 
light vanished and the glowing 
solar corona ringed the mogn. 

Bailey’s Beads Effect. 

Several astronomers noted the 
so-called Bailey’s beads effect 
when an instant before totality 
the sun shone in long streaks 
through deep valleys on the edge 
of the moon. 

Dr. “Menzel said the lunar 
valleys through which the sun 
shone_an instant before it was 
blotted out were probably about 


two miles deep. 
During the less than one 
minute * of totality, George 


Steers, captain of the Northeast 
plane, kept his craft on a course 
over the Salem area. 

At the Salem Coast Guard air 
station, several hundred amateur | 
and professional observers on the | 
ground were disappointed when | 
the rain and clouds cut off their | 
view. 

In Boston ground observers | 
noted that the dawn light dark- | 
ened at the moment of total 
eclipse. 

The total eclipse was visible in 
the United States only in north- 
east Massachusetts and a strip of 
lower New Hampshire. It was in 
that area, the Weather Bureau 
reported, that the overcast was 
heaviest at the time of the 
eclipse.

‘People would not understand 
and would never support those 
who took it into their heads to 
act this way. We have always 
been against predatory wars.” 

The implication appeared clear 
—the Soviet Union certainly 
would not support any but a de- 
fensive war or what is known 
in Communist parlance as a 
“war of liberation.” 

Khrushchev’s admonition for a 
realistic assessment of the cur- 
rent situation and against “‘test- 
ing the stability of the capital- 
ist system by force” appeared 
to speak for itself. 

Avoids Specific Issues. 
He failed to specify any of the

This distinction was made 
when the NLRB upheld a 93 to 
86 election certifying the Inde- 
pendent Union of Plan Protec- 
tion employes to represent 
guards from Pinkerton’s Nation- 
al Detective Agency; Inc., in the 
Boston area. :

STATE POLIO CASES 
CONTINUE 10 Rist 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2 
(UPI)—Missouri is experiencing 
its worst polio year since 1956, 
the State Division of Health re- 
potted yesterday. 

A total of 378 cases was re- 
corded by the division through 
Sept. 26, with 32 of .the victims 
being stricken during a séven- 
day record that ended on\that 
date. The number of victims 
during all of 1956 was 414. 

Kansas City, which has been 
the hardest hit area in the state, 
again led during the week end- 
ing Sept. 26 with 19 cases. There 
was one other case in Jackson 
county and another in Independ- 
ence,

The State Health Division said 
there were only 10 cases of polio 


ig week last year, when the 
total for 1958 stood at 79. 


*As of Sept. 12, the division said 
188 cases of paralytic polio had 
béen recorded in Missouri this 
yéar. Forty-nine per cent of 
the victims were under § years 
of age. ‘ 

‘The division said 8 per cent 
of the victims, who had been 
aflequately vaccinated, had para- 
lytic polio. Thirty per cent of 
those stricken had received three 
shots of Salk vaccine and were 
stricken with non-paralytic polio.

lt added that a rather sharp 
ificrease in’ cases during the 
past two years might be attrib- 
ufed to the cyclic occurrence of 
polio or to a failure of vaccine 
to afford continued protection.

Criticism of the proposed St. 
Louis City-County District Plan 
causes one to recall a bit of early 
American history. 

It was during the American Rev- 

«olution that 13 autonomous colonies 
‘learned to act in concert. Until 
war dictated a united course of 
action, the destiny of each colony 
was guided solely by its individual 
interest. 

After the exigencies of war had 

subsided, it became apparent to 13 
colonies, each with its own tax 
_#ystem, tariff and other duplicated 
-atea-wide governmental functions, 
that a unity of purpose, could not 
be achieved without limi cen- 
tralization.. From such ce 
followed the adoption ofthe United 
States Constitution. Within the 
framework of existing colonies, 
certain areas of authority were as- 
"s to a central government 
giving rise to our federated struc- 
ture. 

It is interesting to observe in 
retrospect that the proposed United 
States Constitution had its critics 

as well as its advocates. 


.’ Before the adoption of the Con- 
stitution; Benjamin Franklin, one

* permission to address the dele-

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State College Crisis 


Gov. James T. Blair’s call for a conference 


on state higher education is the first real 


recognition in Jefferson City that Missouri 
faces a prolonged crisis in this field. 

This crisis is national, and was caused by 
the so-called “baby boom” of the °40s. In 
Missouri, since 1952, enrollments at the 


’ state’s seven schools of higher education have 


risen from 13,898 to 28,650. In short, enroll- 
ments havé doubled in seven years, and are 
expected to double again by 1968. The cost 
to the state has more than doubled since 
1952, having risen from $9,000,000 to more 
than $24,000,000 in that period. 

Educators have long foreseen the trend. 
Many legislatures have done so—the Illinois 
Legislature authorized a study this year. But 
the Missouri Legislature, while concentrating 
on primary and secondary school problems 
pressed by the school lobby, has paid too 
little attention to the challenge of higher 
education, 

a2 . . 

Gov. Blair is to be commended for. calling 
a conference of.the executives of the seven 
state schools, and for raising questions which 
should have been raised before now about 
effective use of educational facilities. 


One pair of questions is whether entrance 


, Tequirements for state colleges should be 


stiffened and whether students should pay a 
higher share of the cost of their education. 
At present the only qualification for entrance 
is a high school diploma and there is ‘no 
tuition charge for Missouri residents. 

The idea of free public education for all 
has never been entirely suited to higher ed, 
ucation, and is certainly inadequate for a 
period when colleges are bursting at the 
seams. As a practical matter, the charge for 
education may have to rise somewhat along 
with the cost to the state, although the state 
cannot shift all its responsibility to the stu- 
dent. And while public institutions cannot 
deny education to those who are qualified, 
lack of realistic qualifications means a waste 
of limited educational facilities. 

2 * as 

A further waste of facilities arises, not 
from the students, but from the colleges 
themselves. The five regional colleges, which 


_stress teacher education, and Lincoln Uni- 


versity all feel obliged to offer a basic liberal 
arts education. But as Gov. Blair implies, 
there is not much excuse for such schools to 
provide specialized training and courses 
which the University of Missouri is better 
fitted to offer. 

The political separation of the seven state 
schools unfortunately encourages them to at- 
tempt to rival, rather than complement, one 
another. Each board of control, each faculty, 
each community supports its own school’s 


demand for funds, buildings and courses... 


Only the Governor, who appoints the various 
boards of control, can speak for all seven 
schools. 

Gov. Blair is attempting now to do so. 
His undertaking should in time lead to a 
wiser investment in more. effective higher 
education for the whole state.

We a d the latest 


The Same Speech in Peiping 
If the fragmentary reports out of Peiping 


are accurate, Premier Khrushchev has been 


telling the Chinese and theif Communist~ 


guests substantially what he told the Ameri- 
can people. He has been saying that for 
them, as for everybody else, war has become 
an impossible me of settling disputes. He. 


has been arguing that the Chinese Commu- - 


nists, as well as the Russian Communists and 
the Western non-Communists, must work to 
settle differences rather than aggravate them. 

No doubt this line will be regarded as 
“soft” by some of the more aggressive Marx- 
ists in Peiping. The Mao Tse-tung regime 
likes to look upon itself as the repository of 
pure Red dogma, and some of its ideologists 
have written off Khrushchevism as a cor- 
rupted variation of the true faith. There is 
no assurance that Peiping’s policy in action 
will take on the milder tone apparently being 
urged by Khrushchev. 

The important thing is that Khrushchev is 
making this kind of speech in Peiping. It 
would have been quite within the bounds of 
possibility, on the basis of past conduct, for 
him to preach in the Far East a bellicosity 
that directly contradicted what he had been 
saying on his American tour. That he has 
not done so is another reason for our policy 
makers to work on the assumption that per- 
haps this time he means what he says about 
peaceful settlements. 


This assumption may prove unfounded in 
time, as it sometimes has in the past. But 
unless and until it is so proved, our best 
policy now is to make the most serious pos- 
sible effort to come to agreement on some 
of the cold war issues.

ACCORD ON BERLIN 


BERLIN, Oct. 2 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Ensenhower and Premier 
Khrushchev have laid the basis 
for an agreement on Berlin, the 
West Berlin newspaper Telegraf 
reported today from what it 
called a reliable source. The 
Telegraf has close ties with West 
Berlin Mayor Willy Brandt. 

According to the newspaper, 
there are three main points of 
an accord reached at the Camp 
David talks: 

1. A corridor would be estab- 
lished across the 110 miles of 
Communist East German terri- 
tory. that separate West Berlin 
from the remainder of West 
Germany. 

2. Western troops would re- 
main in Berlin, not as occupants, 
but to guarantee and supervise 
the new arrangements. 

3. The United States would not 
object to a separate peace treaty 
between the Soviet Union and 
Communist East Germany. 

Such an,agreement would prob- 
ably be opposed by the West 
German government as giving 
increased prestige to the Com- 
munist German state. It would 
also be interpreted as making 
the prospect of re unifying the 
county even more remote.

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Soviet Scientists Think Moon 
Is Covered by Spongy ‘Slag’ 


TRUE ACTION DRAMA 


.AS ACTUALLY LIVED IN THE

LONDON, Oct. 2~The surface 
of the moon is composed of a 
thick, spongy material called 
“meteor slag” in the opinion 
of a number of Soviet scientists. 

Evidence in favor of the 
| theory was published yesterday 
in the British science journal, 
the New Scientist, by Professor 
Vsevolod V. Sharanov, director 
of the Leningrad University

The professor thinks the cur- 
rent British and American 


theory that the lunar surface 
is covered by dust “‘must be 
discarded” because the peculiar- 
ities of the reflection of light 
from the moon's surface “can 
be explained only in terms of 
innumerable irregularities with 
jagged edges and sheer steep 
walls.”” He said, “‘dust could not 
account for this pattern.” 

After examining the moon with 
light and radio waves, Sharanov 
thinks that the surface material 
s: 

1. “Thick in places” because 
radio waves from the moon” 
originate at various depths un- 
der the apparent surface.” 


2. “Pitted and irregular” be- 
cause the “‘uneven spots are 
large compared with the wave- 
length of light but much small- 
er than radio waves.” In other 
words the irregularities “are 
considerably smaller than one 
meter across.” 

3. “‘Soft and porous” because 
the substance is a poor con- 
ductor of heat. This has been 
d@luced during lunar eclipses 
when the rapid temperature 
changes on the moon have 
been measured by a bolometer, 
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an instrument which can de- 
tect radiant heat, 


_. The only substance thought to 
to embody all these qualities is, 
in Sharanov’s opinion, a slag- 


pact of meteors on the moon. 


He says that calculations made 
by professors V sky, 
K: P. Stanyukovitch and N. N. 
Sytinskaya show that the quan- 
tity of heat released at impact 
on the airless ‘“‘atmosphere” of 
the moon is equivalent in in- 
tensity to ex ploding atomic 
bombs, and that the rocks in the 
region of the ‘impact vaporize. 


The vapor subsequently con- 
denses and falls back to the sur- 
face, forming a layer of slag-like- 
substance. 

The professor says, however, 
that the correctness of the theory 
will be revealed only by future 
investigations culminating*in the 
landing of man on the moon.

In total offense 
Goach Clay Stapleton’s Cyclones 
are eleventh with a 358-yard av- 
erage. 

’ Three Losses Before a Win. 
*Missouri’s program of getting 
ready the hard way has been of 
doubtful value in recent years 
at the Iowa State stadium, where 
the ‘Tigers were beaten three 
times in succession before win- 
ning, 14-6, two seasons ago. 

The general feeling in regard 
to Iowa State is that the teams 
there usually play sound, hard 
football and can quickly take ad- 
vantage of any major opponent 
that doesn’t regard them with 
anough respect. A lack of depth, 
with the Cyclone squad often 
numbering only 30 players, has 
usually. been the school’s most 
notable defect. 

The chief individual threats on 
the Iowa State team are Quar- 
terback Dwight Nichols, a senior 
whose abilities were demon- 
strated against Mizzou in the 
past two meetings, and a junior 
fullback, Tom Watkins. 

Watkins is second in the coun- 
try in rushing with 255 yards in 
39 tries. In the total offense 
statistics, Nichols, an excellent 
passer, is third with 328 yards 
in 61 plays. 

The best individual figures that 
Missouri can boast are Halfback 
Mel West’s total of 144 yards 
rushing in two games and 109 
yards by Donny Smith.

ers and makes hitting easier 
for Nellie Fox and associates. 

So what happened? 

The Dodgers. kept Aparicio 
off the bases all day—and had 
their dad-blasted brains beaten 
out. 

“Yeah,” Alston, ordinarily 
no humorist, said with a faint 
smile, ‘‘we even stole the only 
base.” 


''Go, Go, Go!’ 


The shutout, 11-4, was the 
most humiliating whitewash 
in a Series game since Dizzy 
Dean and the Cardinals 
blanked Detroit by the same 
score in the showdown seventh 
contest of the 1934 Series.

its qualities have been heightened. It is 
one of the great pictures, radiant, tender, 
tremendously moving, as it examines a 
group of Jewish people hiding in an Amster- 
dam attic for two years during World War 
li, seeing them through the eyes of a 
teen-age girl. 

It is not, in spite of. its background of 
marching. Nazis and rattling military ve- 
hicles in the streets below, grim. Sometimes it is even hu- 
_morous and happy. It looks into the behavior of people under 
stress of boredom and anxiety. Some of the little group grow 
selfish, cantankerous and quarrelsome. But Otto Frank, 
Anne’s father, is quietly courageous, gentle and Junderstand- 
ing. Anne, starting as an irrepressible and excitede]}-year-old, 
goes through various phases—rejection of her mother, ‘petu- 
lancy, romantic fervor and burgeoning into love. There is no 
bitterness here, but a shining hope and_beautiful simplicity 
in the words of the girl, who later was to die in a Nazi 
concentration camp, that in spite of everything she believes 
that people are really good at heart. 

Stevens, the most painstaking director in the business, 
and probably the greatest, has extracted all the poignancy, 
rich humanity and beauty of the play and made it a memo- 
rable experience. He took a tremendous chance in casting 
an inexperienced unknown, Millie Perkins, who had never 
been in front of a professional movie camera, as Anne. :I don’t 
know if Millie can really act on her own, but Stevens has 
made her unforgettably real, a radiant young girl with emo- 
tional depths. Miss Perkins is a lovely girl with huge lustrous 
eyes in a piquant face. It is an enormously expressive 
countenance. 

Joseph Schildkraut repeats his masterful stage perform- 
ance as Otto Frank. If he doesn’t get an Oscar for it, there 
will be no justice. Shelley Winters plays Mrs. Van Daan, 
nagging mother of the boy Anne falls in love with. Gusti 
Huber is Anne’s high-strung mother. Diane Baker is lovely 
as Anne's sister. Ed Wynn is very good as Mr. Dussell, a 
late arrival in the group, at first very grateful but turning 
into a churlish, demanding and niggling fellow. 

There are a few exterior shots, and a little latitude in 
moving around the factory where the attic is, but Stephens 
has been unnecessarily confined mostly to the attic itself. But 
Jack Cardiff’s beautiful, shadowy photography and Stevens’s 
inspired composition and ingenious variation of angles has 
overcome this handicap. 

All the entries aren’t in yet, but as of right now, this 
film ought to win the Academy Award. 


Mooning of Life 
ae os Bes Ca Ingmar Bergman (‘‘The 
Seventh Seal’) has come up with another fine film, a search- 
ing, complex, subtle and deep probe into the meaning of life 
and of the relations of human beings to one another, in “WILD 
STRAWBERRIES,” at the APOLLO ART. 
He has done this in this Swedish lan- 
guage picture (with English subtitles,) by 
intermixing a simple story, of an old doctor 
on a journey to a university to receive an 
honorary degree, with a series of flashback 
dreams and reveries in which the doctor 
examines his life and is haunted by fear of 


In the first dream, a macabre, stark scene in a deserted 
town, a hearse is wrecked in front of him. The coffin opens 
and a hand from it tries to clutch him. On the automobile 
journey, with his daughter-in-law, he stops by the house where 
he spent his youth. The scent of the wild strawberry patch 
sets him to daydreaming of his own first love and how she 
turned to his older brother. Then in another dream, he finds 
himself examined by a cruel interlocutor and found wanting 
in his career, ending in an agonizing humiliation as he watches 
his own wife, who died 30 years before, being seduced by her 
lover, mocking him the while. : 

He finds, welling out of his subconsciousness, the truth of 
his daughter-in-law’s accusation that under his old-world cour- 
and urbane charm, he is really cold, ruthless and selfish. 
character he has obviously inherited: from his mother 
whom they visit.

to his son, who has become so bitter and nihilistic 
that he wants no son of his own. 

Against this bleak pessimism is played a counterpart of 


the love the people in the community had for him, something 


he never got in his family relationships, and the merry, ex- 
uberant frolicking of three young people they pick up bn the 
way. 
The penalty, he finds, for his coldness and harshness in 
his intimate relationships, is loneliness. The ending, as in many 
of Borgman’s symbolic images and explorations in the subcon- 
scious, is rather obscure.

Ron and Nama, Now in St. Louis, Teamed Up at Last Minute to Get Start on Ed Sullivan Show

‘ BACK IN their native Israel, 
two folk singers currently ap- 
pearing in St. Louis are darlings 
of the hit parade. Requests for 
their songs flood radio stations 
daily. Their records hold their 
own with American rock 'n’ roll 
that is fed to listeners by Arab 
stations, Record shops have 
trouble keeping their discs in 
stock. And there are the fan 
clubs always inevitable with such 
popularity. 

These singers are Ron and 
Nama, or, for their non-profes- 
sional names, Menachem Eliran 
and Nechama Hendel. They 
haven’t been in Israel since they 
were brought to this country last 
year by Ed Sullivan for appear- 
ance on a special television show. 
They’ve been too busy touring 
from coast to coast, making per- 
sonal appearances and money. 

Their travels have brought 
them for the first time to St. 
Louis, where they are in their 
second and final week at the 
Crystal Palace, 4240 Olive street. 
Already they have built up a 
coterie of local followers, sever- 
al of whom have heard them so 


often they’ve almost memorized + 


some of their numbers that have 
lyrics in Hebrew. 


Ron and Nama have traveled 
a fast road of success since that 
hot August day in 1958 when 
Sullivan auditioned them at Tel 
Aviv. He was selecting talent 
for his video salute to the tenth 
anniversary of Israeli statehood. 

Along came this pair of high 
spirited young people, engaging 
in appearance and performance. 
They sang as though they had 
worked together for a long time, 
but they hadn’t. They had known 
each other while both were tak- 
ing required training in the 
Israeli Army but as performers 
they had been following separate 
careers. 


At the last minute, however, 
they worked up several songs 
as duets. Sullivan was impres- 
sed immediately. When he pre- 
sented Ron and Nama to his vast 
TV audience last November, they 
were a big hit. 


Enthusiasm of both public and 
critics launched the couple on 
a whirlwind tour under Sulli- 
van’s aegis. They sang in Wash- 
ington’s Constitution Hall, the 
huge Shrine Auditorium in Los 
Angeles, and had a memorable 
engagement at Chicago’s home 
of folk music, The Gate of Horn. 

“WeVe been doing a lot more 
beside- singing before audi- 
ences,” said Nama with a pretty 
smile. “Practicing and building 
our repertoire. I’d say we now 
have about 50 Israeli songs ready 
for performance, plus more than 
20 folk songs that we do in 
Spanish, French and English.” 

Ron piped in: “‘Also we’re busy 
collecting new material. When 
we can, we go hear such folk 
singing favorites of ours as 


RON and NAMA, Israeli folk singers 


Harry Belafonte, The Weavers, 
Josh. White, Leon Bibb and 
others. Among our acquisitions 
are Negro spirituals, Civil War 
songs afd old mountain favor- 
ites.” 


On the program they had just 
presented on the Crystal Palace 
stage was a Civil War song about 
two. brothers who respectively 
wore the Gray and the Blue. 
This was followed by one in 
Hebrew about an old railroad 
engine that was making its last 
trip in Israel before being junked 
for a diesel. 


In quite a few of their Israeli 
songs, Ron and Nama ask the 
audience to repeat certain words 
or applaud in rhythm. 


“This comes,” Nama_ ex- 
plained, “from our long associa- 
tion with audience participation, 
such things as community sings, 
in our own country. People there 
like to assist entertainers when 
they are asked to do so. It’s 
part of the fun that contributes 
to group feeling.” 


Israel's folk songs, the singers 
pointed out, have come from va- 
rious countries, brought for in- 
stance by settlers from Russia, 
Poland, Arab nations. Melodies 
and stories have remained the 
same but the lyrics have long 
since been put into Hebrew.

A Taste of Mammoth Meat

A PROFESSOR of geology 
said to me one day: 

“I ate a piece of mammoth 
steak during a visit to Russia.” 

In reply to a question, he ex- 
plained that the piece was ‘‘only 
a bite.” That was a brave bite. 
Think of eating meat which 
dated back several thousand 
years! 

The mammoths found in “i- 
beria probably died in bliz- 
zards. After being covered 
with snow, later with ice, the 
bodies were preserved century 
after century. 
The first discovery of an al- 

most-complete mammoth body 
took place 160 years ago, near 
Lena river. The ice had melted 
around the upper surface of the 
mammoth’s body. A Russian 
made the discovery, and re- 
moved the tusks to: take them to 
market. His dogs were allowed 
to feed on a little of the flesh. 

A scientist heard of the dis- 
covery. When he arrived on the 
scene, wolves had eaten more of 
the flesh; but some was left, 
along with the hairy covering. 

Sincé that time, many addi- 
tional mammoths. have been 
found in Siberia. Alaska also 
has yielded remains. 

Q.. How long are mammoth 
tusks?” 

A. Often they grew to lengths 
of eight or nine feet, and some- 


| times they measured more. A

tusk dug up in Alaska measured 
11 feet, and weighed 200 pounds. 
Another Alaskan tusk weighed 
10 pounds less but was found to 
have a length of 12 feet and 
10 inches, 

Q. Did mammoths live in any 
part of North America except 
Alaska? 

A. Their bones have been 
found in various parts of the 
continent. They roamed through 
Canada long ago, and left their 
skeletons in dozens of American 
states.
